Blalock, who served six years 
as Owen's secretary, conceded 
Camp’s election shortly after noon 
and expressed thanks and good 
wishes to friends who helped him 
in the race. 

Louis C. Clark, of Greenville, 
clerk of Meriwether’ superior 
court, ran third in the four-man 
race with 1,963 votes, while O. M. 
Duke, of Flovilla, a Republica 
‘polled 41, losing his home fown 
to Blalock by a 6-to-1 vote.
